F. No. 3144|CAD. Bond|General Regulations.— 
In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(1) of Section 52 of the Small Industries Develop¬ 
ment Bank of India Act, 1989 (39 of 1989), the 
Board of Directors of Small Industries Development 
Bank of India hereby make the following Regula¬ 
tions, namely :— 

CHAPTER I 
INTRODUCTORY 

1. Short Title.—The r e Regulations may be called 
the Small Industries Development Bank of India 
General Regulations, 1990. 

2. Definitions.—In these Regulations, unless there 
1 anything repugnant in the subject or context 

(a) “the Act” means the Small Indiu,fries 
Development Bank of India Act, 1989 (39 
of 1989). 

(b) “Member” means member of any Com¬ 

mittee constituted under sub-section (1) of 
Section 12 of the Act. 

fc) (D other expressions used but not d'fined 
in the^e Regulations and used m the 
Act have the meanings respectivelv 
assigned to them for the purposes of 
the Act; 

(r) other expression- used but not defined, 
either in these Regulations or in the 
Ac't shall have the meanings, if anv, 
respectivelv assigned to them in the 
Industrial Development Bank of India 
Act, 1964. 


CHAPTER II 

MEETINGS OF BOARD AND COMMITTEE 

3. Meetings of the Board.—(i) Meetings of tin 
Board shall be convened by the Chairman n r th< 
Managing Director or, in their aVence, hv ar 
Executive Director or General Manager of s'ma' 
industries Bank nominated hv the Chairman o r fh, 
Managing Director in this behalf, at least race it 
mjflrter of its finp.nc’fll year, 

A " v f0l ! r ^Vector mav require the Cbmrm-r 
o the Managing Director to convex a m-nthi" 0 i 

°c Td ' af t,T ? c a nd be shall forthwith convene 
a meeting accord'ngly. 


(iii) Meetings of the Board shall be held at such 
place in India as may be specified in the notice 
convening the meeting. 

(iv) At least ten clear days notice shall be given 
of each meeting of the Board and such notice -hall 
be sent to every director at his registered address. 
Should it be found necessary to convene an emer¬ 
gency meeting, sufficient notice shall be given to 
every director in India to enable him to attend. 

(v) No bu r iness other than that for which the 
meeting was convened shall be discussed at a meeting 
of the Board, except with the Consent of the person 
presiding at the meeting and a majority of the 
directors present, unless one clear week’s notice has 
been given of the same in writing to the Chairman 
or the Managing Director. 

(vi) Quorum for the transaction of business of the 
Board shall be one-third of the total appointed 
strength of the Board (any fraction contained in that 
one-third being rounded off as one), or four directors, 
whichever is higher. 

(vii) A copy of the proceeding’ of each meeting 
of the Bard shall be circulated as soon as possible 
thereafter for the information of the directors and 
shall be. signed bv the person presiding at that of 
the next succeeding meeting. 

4. No director to deal with matters with which he 
is personally concerned or interested.—(1) Every 
director of the Board who i- in any way. whether 
directly or indirectly, Concerned or interested in a 
contract or arrangement, or proposed Contract or 
arrangement, entered into or to be entered into, by 
or on behalf of the Small Industries Bank, shall 
disclose the nature of his concern or interest at a 
meet’ng of the Board: 

Provided that it shall not be necessary for a 
director to disclose his concern or interest 
in any such contract or arrangement pro¬ 
posed to be entered into with a Company or 
a foreign company within the meaning of 
the Companies Act, 1956, where the Con¬ 
cern or interest consists only in his holding 
cither singly or together with any other 
director or directors of the Board in the 
aggregate not more than two per Cent of 
the paid-up share capital in fuch company. 

f2) (a) In the case of a nroposed contract or 
arrangement, the disclosure recyu'red to be made bv 
- director of the Boarrl under sub-regulation (1) shall 
be made at the meeting of the Board at which the 
oiirrpoo nf entering into contract or arrangement is 
fi-ct tpVer, i n tr> consideration, or if the director was 
nor n* the d-pe or that meeting concerned or interest¬ 
ed in the orormsed eon tract or arrangement at the 
fir-f meeting of the Board held after he bec'omes so 
concerned or interested. 
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(b.) In the case of any other contract or arrange- - 
ment the required disclosure shall be made at the 
first meeting of the Board held after the director 
becomes concerned or intere.ted in the contract or 
arrangement. 

(3) (a) For the purpose of sub-regulations (1) 
and (2) a general notice given by a director to the 
Board to the effect that he is a director or a member 
of a specified body corporate or is a member of a 
specified firm and is to be regarded as concerned 
or interested in any contract or arrangement which 
may, after the date of the notice, be entered into 
With that body corporate or firm, shall be deemed 
to be a sufficient disclosure or concern or interest in 
relation to any contract or arrangement so made. 

(b) A director giving general notice to the Board 
under clause (a) shall, as soon as possible, give 
notice of any change in the particulars contained 
therein. 

(c) No such general notice, and no renewal thereof, 
shall be of effect unless either it is given at a meet¬ 
ing of the Board or the director concerned takes 
reasonable steps to secure that it is brought upon 
and read at the first meeting of the Board after 
it is given. 

(4) No director of the Board shall as a director 
take any part in the discussion of, or vote on, any 
contract or arrangement entered into or to be entered 
into by or on behalf of the Small Industries Bank, 
if he is in any way, whether directly or indirectly, 
concerned or interested in such contract or arrange¬ 
ment ; nor shall his presence count for the purpose 
of forming a quorum at the time of such discus ion 
or vote ; and it he does vote, his vote shall be void : 

Provided that nothing herein contained shall 
apply to any contract or arrangement entered into 
Or to be entered into with a public company with : n 
the meaning oT the Companies Act, 1956, or a pri¬ 
vate company within the meaning of that Act which 
is a subsidiary of any such public company in which 
tbie interest of the Director consists solely :— 

(i) in his being 

(a) a director of such company and 

(b) the holder of not more than shares of 
such number or value therein as is requi¬ 
site to qualify him for appointment as a 
director thereof, he having been nomi¬ 
nated as such director by the Small 
Industries Bslnk, or 

(ii) in his being a member holding not more 
than two per cent of the paid-up share 
capital of such Company. 

5. Committees.-*-! 1) Any Committee constituted 
under sub-section (1) of Section 12 of the Act shall, 
in the exercise of the powers entrusted to it, he 
bound by such general or special directions as the 
Board may give from time to time. 

(2) Meetings of any such Committee may be 
convened from time to time at such place in India 
as may be specified in the notice convening the 
meetings. Sufficient notice shall be given for such 

meetings. 


(3) The quorum for the meeting of-any such 
Committee shall be one-third of its strength (any 
fraction contained in that one-third being totmded 
off as onej or two members, whichever is higher. 

(4) The provision of Regulation 4 shall apply to 
every member and to meetings of any such com¬ 
mittee in the same manner as that Regulation applies 
to every Director and to meeting, of the Board : 

Provided that if any inch member has given any 
notice under Regulation 4 to the Board, it shall not 
be necessary for him to further disclose his concern, 
or interest in pursuance of this sub-regulation. 

CHAPTER III 

fees and allowances of directors and 

MEMBERS 

6. Fees and allowances of directors and members 
of the Committees.—(1) (i) The directors shall be 
entitled to receive a fee of Rs. 250 or such other 
amount as may be specified by the Board for each 
meeting of the Board which they attend ; 

(ii) every member of any committee constituted 
under sub-section (1) of Section 12 of the Act ihall, 
unless he is in receipt of any remuneration, includ¬ 
ing honorarium, other than casual remuneration, from 
Ihe Small Industries Bank be entitled to receive fee 
of Rs. 250 or such other amount as_ may be specified 
by the Board for each meeting of such committee, 
wiiich he attends. 

PROVIDED THAT no fees shall be payable to 
the Chairman or to the Managing Director or to any 
director, who is an official of the Government, the 
Re-xrve Bank or the Development Bank or any 
public sector organisation. 

(2) In addition to such fee, directors and members 
shall be reimbursed their travelling expenses on such 
scales or basis, as may be specified by the Board 
from time to time, or on such scale;, which the direc¬ 
tors and members are entitled to in the Government, 
Development Bank, or Reserve Bank or the respective 
organisation nominating them, as the case mav be. 

CHAPTER IV 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 

7. Payment on the death of the hold of a secu¬ 
rity.—(1) The executors or administrators of a decea¬ 
sed sole holder of a security (whether a Hindu, 
Mohammedan, Parsi or otherwise) or the holder 
of a succession certificate issued under Part X of the 
Indian Succession Act, 1925 (39 of 1925) in res¬ 
pect of the security shall be the only person or 
persons who may be recognised by the Small Indus¬ 
tries Bank a. having any title to the security. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in Section 
45 of the Indian Contract Act, 1872 (9 of 1872), in 
the case of a security held payable to two or more 
holders, the survivor or survivors and, on the death 
of the last survivor, his ’ executors, administrators, 
or any person who is the holder of a succession 
certificate in respect of such security hall be the 
onlv person who may be recognised by the Small 
Industries Bank as having any title to the security. 
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(3) The Small Industries B?uk shall not be bound 
to recognise such executors or administrators unless 
they shall have obtained probate or letters of admin¬ 
istration, as the case may be, from the competent 
court or office in India. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
regulations (l), (2) and (3), wjiere the Small In¬ 
dustries Bank in it s absolute discretion deems fit, it 
shall be lawful for the Small Industries Bank to dis¬ 
pense with the production of probate or letters of ad¬ 
ministration or other legal representation in any case, 
upon such terms as to indemnity or otherwise, as it 
may deem fit. 


(6) Whfefe the security i9 held In the name of a 
minor, the nomination, if any, shall be made by a 
person lawfully entitled to act on behalf of the minor. 

(7) A nomination may be substituted or cancelled 
by submitting an application to the Small Industries 
Bank in Form II of Schedule III to these Regulations. 

(8) A nomination or a substitution or a cancella¬ 
tion or a iiujiuuduun ;,n all oe regiaieieo. in me DOuKS 
oi tuc ornau xnuusiries. x>ainc unu me iact ot regis- 
tianon snun dc notea on me security ana, on suen 
registration, tne nomination, suosutuuon or cancel¬ 
lation, as me caSe may De, snail De acemea to be 
ettective irom me aate on winch it was suDimtted, 


8. Manner in which nomination may be made by 
depositors or holders of securities.—(1) Notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in Regulation 7, where 
any security is held by one or more persons, the sole 
holder of, as the case may be, all the holders toge¬ 
ther may nominate any person or persons to whom, 
in the event of die death of the sole holder or the 
death of all the holders, the amount due on such 
security may be paid ; 

Provided that when the security is held by two 
or more persons .and the terms of issue of 
such security provide for payment of the 
amount due thereon to the survivor or sur¬ 
vivors, the nominee shall become entitled 
to receive the amount on the security only 
on the death of all the holders; 

Provided further that nothing contained in this 
Regulation shall affect any claim which any 
representative of a deceased holder may 1 
have against the nominee in respect of any 
amount due on the security. 

(2) If two or more persons are nominated under 
sub-regulation (1), the amount due on the security 
shall be distributed amongst the nominees in the 
manner specified in the nomination, and in the ab¬ 
sence of such specification, the amount shall be dis¬ 
tributed equally among all the nominees : 

Provided, however, that if no nomination sub¬ 
sists or if such nomination relates only to a 
part of the amount due, the whole amount 
or part thereof to which the nomination 
does not relate, shall be paid to the persons 
who may be entitled thereto under sub¬ 
regulation (2) of Regulation 7. 

(3) A nomination under sub-fesnilation (i) may 
b« made bv the sole holder or, as the case may be, 
all the holders together in Form I of Schedule IH to 
these Regulations. 

C4) A nomination may be made only in respect 
of the security which i R held in the Individual capa¬ 
city of the holder and not in any representative capa¬ 
city as the holder of an office or otherwise, 

(5) Where the nominee is a minor, the sole holder 
or. as the case may be. all the holders together may 
appoint any person fnot being a minor 1 to receive 
the amount due on the security during the minority 
of the nominee. 


(9) The fights, which a nominee has acquired in 
relation to tne security unuer a nomination auiy made 
ana registered unacr tms regulation, snail not d© 
atrectea oy reason ot tne issue ot a duplicate scupt 
in respect ot tne security and tne nomuiee snatt have 
the same rignts m relation to such duplicate scrip 
as he had in relation to the original scrip. 

Explanation ; 

For the purpose of Regulations 7 and 8 “Security” 
means— 

(a) any debenture issued under clause (a; ot 
sub-section (1) of Section 15 of the Act; 

(b) any deposit accepted under clause (d) of 

suo-secuon (1 ) of Section 15 ot the Act, 
or ' 

(c) any other deposit accepted under a scheme 
made under any other law. 

9. Manner and form in which contracts binding on 
the Small Industries Bank may be executed.—(If 
Contracts on behalf of the Small Industries Bank 
may be made in writing, signed by any person acting 
under its authority, express or implied, and may in 
the same manner be varied or discharged. 

(2) All contracts made according to the provisions 
of this Regulation shall be valid and binding on the 
Small Industries Bank. 

10. Accounts, receipts and documents of the Small 
Industries Bank by whom to be signed :—The Man¬ 
aging Director, the Executive Directors, the General 
Managers, the Deputy General Managers, the Secre¬ 
tary and Chief Accountant, Manager and Dy. Mana¬ 
ger and such officers of the Small Industries Bank 
as the Board may authorise in this behalf are seve¬ 
rally empowered for and on behalf of the Small In¬ 
dustries Bank to execute any contract and to en- 
dofse and transfer promissory notes, stock-receipts, 
stock, debentures, share securities and documents of 
title to goods, standing in the name of or held in 
the name of or held by the Small Industries Bank, 
and to draw, accept and endorse bills of exchange 
and other instruments in the current and authorised 
business of the Small Industries Bank and to sign all 
other accounts, receipts and documents connected 
wfth such business. 

11. Plaints, etc. by whom to be signed,—Plaints, 
written statements, affidavits and all other documents 
connected with legal proceedings may be signed and 
verified on behalf of the Small Industries Bank by 
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any officer empowered by or under the preceding- 
Regulation to sign documents for and on behalf of 
the Small Industries Bank. 

12. Issue of bonds.—(i)The bonds or debentures of 
the Small industries Bank shall be issued over the 
signature of the Managing Director or in his absence, 
by an Executive Director and] or a General Manager, 
which may be printed, engraved or lithographed or 
impressed by such other mechanical process as the 
Small Industries Bank may direct. 

(ii) A signature so printed, engraved, lithographed 
or otherwise impressed shall be valid as if it had 
been inscribed in the proper handwriting of the sig¬ 
natory hfmself. 

13. Common Seal.—The Common Seal of the 
Small Industries Bank shall not be affixed to any 
instrument except in pursuance of a resolution of the 
Board and in the presence of at least 2 directors in- 
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eluding the Chairman or the Managing Director who 
shall sign their names to the instrument in token of 
their presence, and such signing shall be independent 
of the signing of any person who may sign the ins¬ 
trument as a witness. 

14. Balance Sheet & Profit & Loss Account.—The 
annual accounts of the Small Industries Bank shall be 
prepared and set out in the following manner : 

(i) a balance sheet as on the 31st March of 
each year, and a profit and loss account for 
that year, of the General Fund, in the forms 
in Schedule I and II to these Regulations;

(ii) a balance sheet as on the 3 I t March of 
each year and profit and loss account for 
the year, of the Small Industrie s Develop¬ 
ment Assistance Fund in the forms in Sche¬ 
dule 1A and IIA to these Regulations.

No. 3144|CAD. Bonds|General Regulations — 
In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 52 of 
the Small Industries Development Bank of India Act, 
1989 (39 of 1989), the Board of Directors of the 
Small Industries Development Bank of India, with 
the previous aoproval of the Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Bank of India, is pleased to make the follow¬ 
ing Regulations, namely :— 

1. Short title and applications.—(1) These Regula¬ 
tions may be called the Small Industries Develop¬ 
ment Bank of Ind'a (Issue and Management of Bonds) 
Regulations, 1990. 

C2) Thev shall apoly to Bonds issued and sold bv 
the Small IndusT’es Bank under clause (a) of sub¬ 
notion (1) of Section 15 of the Small Industries 1 
Development Bank of Tndia Act, 1989. 

2. Definitions.—In these Regulations, unless there 
‘s anything repugnant in the subject or context, 

(a) “the Act’’ means the Small Industries Deve¬ 
lopment Bank of India Act, 1989; 

(b) “Bonds” means the Bonds issued and sold 
bv the Small Industries Bank under clause 
(a) of sub-section (1) of Section 15 of the 
Act; 

(c) “Small Industries Bank” means the Small 

Industries Development Bank of India est¬ 
ablished under the Act; 

(d) “Defaced Bond” means a Bond which has 

been made illegible and rendered undeci¬ 
pherable in material parts and the material 
parts of a Bond are those where :— 

(i) the number, the issue to which it apper¬ 
tains and the face value of the Bond, or 
payment of interest are recorded; or 

(li) the endorsement or the name of the payee 
is written; or 

(hi) the renewal receipt or the memorandum 
of transfer is supplied; 

(e) “Form” means a form as set out in the 
Schedule to these Regulations; 

(f) “Lost Bond” means a Bond which has ac¬ 
tually been lost and shall not mean a Bond 
which iis in possession of some person ad 
versely to the claimant; 

(g) "Mutilated Bond” means a Bond which ha 
been destroyed, tom or damaged in mate¬ 
rial parts thereof; 

(h) “Office of Issue” means the office of the 
Small Industries Bank o n the books of 
which a Bond is registered or may be re¬ 
gistered; 


(i) “Prescribed Officer” means the Genera' 

Manager or such officers of the Small In 
dustries Bank as may be authorised by the 
Board of Directors of the Small Industries 
Bank for the purposes of Regulations 11, 
12, 13, 15, 17, 19 and 20; « 

(j) “Stock Certificate” means a Stock Certificate 

issued under Regulation 3. 

3. Form of the Bond and the mode of transfer 
thereof, etc.—(1) A Bond may he issued in the form 
of 

(a) A promissory note payable to, or to the 
order of, a certain person; or 

(b) Stock registered tin the books of the Small 

Industries Bank for which Stock Certificate* 
arc issued. 

(2) (a) A Bond issued in the form of a promis¬ 
sory note shall bo transferable by endorsement and 
delivery like a promissory note payable to order. 

(b) No writing on a Bond issued in the form of a 
promissory note shall be valid for the pumose of 
negotiation if such writing purports to transfer onlv 
a part of the amount denominated by the Bond. 

(3) A Bond issued in the form of a Stock Certifi¬ 
cate and registered in the books of the Small Indus, 
tries Bank shall be transferable either whollv or in 
part bv execution of an instrument of transfer ir> 
Form V. The transferor in such a case shall be deem • 
ed to be the holder of the Bonds issued in the form 
of Stock to which the transfer relates un+'l the name 
of the transferee is registered by the Small Industrie* 
Bank. 

(3A) (a) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
herein contained, the Small Industries Bank 
may at the reanest of the nerso n entitled 
to the Bonds, issue Bonds in the form of 
an entrv in an account to “he main f a'ned bv 
the Small Industries Bank in the name of 
the person entitled to the Bonds. 

(b) The Bonds mav he so isuied in the form of 

an entrv in the books of accounts of the 
Small Industries Bank e ; th»r initially at the 
time of subscription to the Bonds or subse¬ 
quently bv conversion of the Bonds issued 
either in the form of a promissory note or 
Stock, 

(c) If a Bond has already been issue-t in Uni¬ 

form of a nroml'ssorv note, the Bond holder 
desirous of holding it in the form of an -ry, 
in an account with the Small BfmV 

shall make requisition in Form Yt and sim- 
rpndpr the Bond duhr endorsed in favour of 
the Small Industries Bank for the B<md helm, 
held in the form of an rufrv in an ao-nunt. 
in the books of the Small Industries Bank. 

fd) If the Bond has been issuer! }u the form of 
Stock Certificate, the holder 
the Bon-( in favour of the Smell hviuctrL s 
Bank with a request, that the Bond may h* 
held in the form of an entry in an account 
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to be maintained by the Small Industries 
Bank in the name of the holder, 

(e) A person holding Bonds in the form of an 
entry in an account maintained by the Small 
Industries Bank may nave the Bonds trans¬ 
ferred or converted in the form of a pro¬ 
missory note or a Stock Certificate by mak¬ 
ing an application in Form Xll. 

(f) No fee is chargeable for issuing Bonds in the 

form of an entry in the account of the books 
of the Small Industries Bank or converting 
Bonds already issued either in the form of a 
promissory note or Stock in the form of an 
entry in the books of the Small Industries 
Bank or vice versa. 

(g) Bonds issued or held in the form of an entry 
in the books of the Small Industries Bank 
shall be transferable by execution of an in¬ 
strument of transfer in Form XIII. The 
transferor in such cases shall be deemed to 
be the holder of the Bonds to which the 
transfer relates till such time the name of the 
transferee is entered in the books of the 
Small Industries Bank. 

(4; fa) A Bond shall be issued over the signature 
of the Managing Director or in his absence 
by an Executive Director an<} or a General 
Manager of the Small Industries Bank which 
may be printed, engraved, lithographed or 
impressed by such other mechanical process 
as the Small Industries Bank may direct. 

(b) A signature so printed, engraved, lithographed 
or otherwise impressed shall be as valid as 
it had been inscribed in the proper hand¬ 
writing of the signatory himself. 

(5) No endorsement of a Bond in the form oF a 
promissory note or no instrument of transfer 
in the case of a Bond in the form of a Stock 
Certificate shall be valid unless made by the 
signature of the holder or his duly constitut¬ 
ed attorney or representative inscribed in 
the case of a Bond in the form of a promis¬ 
sory note on the back of the Bond itself and 
in the case of a Stock Certificate on the in¬ 
strument of transfer. 

4, Trust not recognised.—(1) The Small Industries 
Bank shall not be bond or compelled to recognise in 
any way, even when having notice thereof, any trust 
or any right :in respect of a Bond other than an ab¬ 
solute right thereto in the holder.

Industries Bank in terms of suD-reguiation 
(7) has been furnished; and 

(iii) the Bond, if it is in the form of promissory 

note, has been endorsed in favour the 
Small Industries Bank and if in the form 
of Stock Certificate, has been receipted by 
the iegistered holder in Form X. 

(3) The Stock Certificate under sub-regulation fly 
may be held by the holder of the office either alone 
or jointly with another person or persons or with a 
person or persons holding an office. 

(4) When the Stock is held by a person in the rame 
of his office, any documents relating to the Stock Cer¬ 
tificate concerned may be executed by the person for 
the time being holding the office by the name in which 
the Stock Certificate is held as if his personal name 
were so stated. 

(5) Where any transfer deed, power of attorney or 
other document purporting to be executed by a Stock 
Certificate holder described in the books of the Small 
Industries Bank as a trustee or as a holder of an 
office is produced to the Small Industries Bank, the 
Small Industries Bank shall not be concerned to in¬ 
quire whether the Stock-holder is entitled under the 
terms of any trust or document or rules to give any 
such power or to execute such deed or other docu¬ 
ment, and may act on the transfer deed, power of 
attorney or document in the same manner as though 
the executant is a Stock Certificate holder and whether 
the Stock Certificate bolder is or is not described in 
the transfer deed, power of attorney or document as 
a trustee or as a holder of an office and whether he 
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does or does not purport to execute the transfer deed, 
power of attorney or document in his capacity as a 
trustee or as a holder of the office. 

fo; Nothing in these Regulations shall, as between 
any u.unices or onice noiuers ana tue oenencianes, 
Liuutn a uujl Ol any uocumeiit oi ruies, oe ucemed to 
unlnoiise me irmiees or oince hoxueis to act olner- 
wise uian in aecuiuaiice witn tne rmesi m law appiymg

6. Provision tor holding of bonds issued in the 
form or promissory notes by trust|trustee(sj 
(ij VVitnout prejudice to the provisions ot sub-regula¬ 
tion u ) ol Regulation 4, the Smail Industries Bank 
may, at tne request of the applicant and without liabi¬ 
lity to the Small ludustries Bank, issue a Bond in the 
form of promissory note in the name of a specified 
trust or truslee(s) of that trust, or, as the case may 
be, in the personal name of the applicant, describing 
him as a trustee, whether as a trustee of the trust 
specified in his application or as a trustee without such 
specifications. 

(2) Where a Bond in the form of promissory note 
stands in the personal namo of the holder, (he Small 
Industries Bank may, on an application made by him 
in the form required by the Small Industries Bank 
and on surrender of such Bond, issue a renewed Bond 
in the form of a promissory note in the manner laid 
do>vn in sub-regulation (1) hereof provided that— 

(i) the necessary evidence required by the Small 

Industries Bank in terms of sub-regulation 

(6) hereof has been furnished; and 

(ii) the Bond has been endorsed in favour of the 

Small Industries Bank. 

(3) The Bond under sub-regulation (1) may be 
held by a trustee of any trust either alone or jointly 
with another person or persons as trustees of that 
trust. 

(4) Where a Bond in die form of promissory note 
purports to have been endorsed by the Bond holder 
as ■ a trustee, or whether any power of attorney or 
other document purporting to be executed by the Bond 
holder is produced to the Small Industries Bank, the 


Small Industries Bank shall not be concerned to en¬ 
quire whether the Bond holder is entitled under the 
terms ot any trust or document or rules to make such 
endorsement or execute such power of attorney or 
odier document, and may act on the endorsement, 
power ot attorney or document in the same manner 
as though such endorser is a Bond holder and whether 
the Bond holder is or is not described in the endorse¬ 
ment, power of utiorney or document as a trustee, 
andi whether he does or docs not purport to make 
endorsement or execute the power of attorney or 
document in his capacity as a trustee. 

(5 ) Nothing in these regulations shall, as between 
any trustees and the beneficiaries, under a trust or 
any document or rules, be deemed to authorise the 
trustees to act otherwise than in accordance with the 
rules of law applying to trust or the terms of the 
instrument constituting the Jrust. 

(6) Before acting on any application made, in pur¬ 
suance of this regulation, by a person as being the 
truselee of any trust, the Small industries Bank may 
require the production of evidence that such person 
is the trustee for the tim^ being of that trust. 

7. Persons disqualified to be holders.—No minor 
and no person who has been lound by a competent 
court to be of unsound mind shall be entitled to be 
a holder of Bonds. 

8. Payment of Inleiest.—(1) Interest on a Bond 
in the form of a promissory note shall be paid by 
the Office of Issue or any other office of the Small 
Industries Bank specified in the Bond Prospectus sub¬ 
ject to compliance by the holder of the Bond with 
such formalities as the Small Industries Bank may 
require, and on presentation of the Bond. 

(2) Interest on a Bond in the form of Stock Certi¬ 
ficate shall be paid by issue of warrants crossed 
account payee or in such other manner as may be 
decided by the Small Industries Bank. The presenta¬ 
tion of the Stock Certificate shall not be required at 
the time of payment of interest but the payee shall 
acknowledge the receipt at the hack of the warrant. 

(3) Interest on a Bond he’d in the form of an 
entry in the books of the Small Industries Bank shall 
be paid by the Small Industries Bank by issue of 
warrants crossed account payee or in such other 
manner as may be decided by the Small Industries 
Bank. 

9. Procedure where Bond in the form of a pro¬ 
missory note is lost, etc.—(1) Every application for 
the issue of a duplicate Bond in place of a Bond which 
is alleged to have been Lost, Stolen, Destroyed, Muti¬ 
lated or Defaced, cither wholly or in part shall be 
addressed to the Office of Issue, and shall contain the 
following particulars, namely :— 

(a) Bond No.for Rs.,.of 

the.per cent Small Industries Deve¬ 
lopment Bank of India Bonds,.; 

(year) 

fb! Last haF-year for which interest has been 
paid; 
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(c) The person to whom such interest was paid; 

(d) The pesron in whose name Bond was issued 
(if known); 

(e) The circumstances attending the Loss, Theft, 
Destruction, Mutilation or Defacement; 
and 

(f) Whether the Loss or Theft was reoorted to 
the police, 

(2) Such application shall be accompanied by ;— 

(a) where, the Bond was lost in the course of 

bans mission by registered post, the Post 
Oiihe registration receipt tor the letter 
com lining the Bond; 

(b) a copy of the police report if the loss or 

theft was reported to the police in ; 

(c) if the applicant is not the registered holder, 

an affidavit sworn before a magistrate testi¬ 
fying that the applicant was tne last legal 
holder of Hie Bond, and all documentary 
evidence necessary to trace back the title 
to the registered bolder; and 

(d) any portion or fragments which may remain 

of the Lost, Stolen, Destroyed, Muuiated or 
Defaced bond. 

10. Notffication in Gazette.-—The Loss, Theft, Des¬ 
truction, Mutilation or Defacement of a Bond or 
portion of a Bond in the form of a promissory note 
shall forthwith be notified by ffie applicant in three 
successive issues of the Gazette of India and of the 
local official Gazette, if any, of the place wheie the 
Loss, Theft, Destruction, Mutilation or Defacement 
occured. Such notification shall be in the following 
form or as nearly in such form aa circumstances 
permit *—

11. Issue of duplicate Bond and taking of indem¬ 
nity.—(I) After the publication of the last notification 
prescribed in Regulation 10, the Prescribed Officer 
shall if he is satisfied of the Loss, TheP, Destruction, 
Mutilation or Defacement of the Bond and of the 
justice of the claim of the applicant, cause the parti¬ 
culars of the Bond to be included in a list published 


under Regulation 13, and shall order the Office of 
Issue— 

(a) if oiny a pomon of the Bond has, been Lost, 
Stolen, Destroyed, Mutuated or Defaced, 
and if a portion thereot sufficient for its 
luenUhetibon has been produced, to pay 
interest and to issue to tne applicant, on 
execution oi an indemnity such as is here- 
matier mentioned a duplicate Bond in place 
of that of which a portion has been so Lost, 
Stolen, Destroyed, Mutilated or Defaced 
either immediately after the publication of 
the list under Regulation 13 or on the expiry 
of such period as the Prescribed Officer may 
consider necessary from the date of the 
publication of the said list; 

(b) ii no portion of the Bond so Lost, Stolen, 
Destroyed, Mutuated or Defaced, sufficient 
for its identification has been produced— 

fi) to pay to the applicant, two years after 
the publication of the said list, and on the 
execution o| an indemnity in the manner 
hereinalter prescribed, the interest in 
lespect of die Bond so Lost, Stolen, Des¬ 
troyed, Mutilated or Defaced till the ex¬ 
piry of the period of iour years next as 
hereinafter provided; and 

(ii) to issue to the applicant a duplicate Bond 
in place of the Bond so Lost, Stolen, 
Destroyed, Mutilated or Defaced lour 
years after the date of publication of the 
said list, provider! that *,— 

(I) if the date on which the Bond is due 
for repayment falls earlier than the date 
on whicli the said period of four years 
expires, the Prescribed Officer shall, 
within six weeks of the former date, 
invest the principal amount due on the 

Bond in the Post Office Savings Bank, 
and shall repay this amount, together 
with any interest which may have 
accrued thereon in such Bank, to the 
applicant at the time when a duplicate 
Bond would otherwise have been issued, 
and 

(II) if at any time before the issue of tie 
duplicate Bond the original Bond is dis¬ 
covered or it appears to the Office of 
Issue for other reasons that the order 
should be rescinded, the matter shall 
■be referred to the Prescribed Officer 
for further consideration and in the 
meantime all action on the order shall 
be suspended. An order passed under 
this sub-regulation shall, on expiry of 
the period of four years referred to 
therein, become final unless it is in the 
meantime rescinded or otherwise 
modified. 

(2) The Prescribed Officer may, at any time prior 
to the issue of a duplicate Bond, if he finds sufficient 
reason, alter or cancel any order made by him under 
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this regulation and may also direct that the interval 
beiore the issue of a duplicate Bond shall be extended 
by such period not exceeding four years as he may 
think fit. 

(3) Indemnities— 

(aI (ij when executed unde( sub-regulation (1) 

(a) shall beiore twice the amount of interest 
involved, that is to say, twice the amount 
of all back interest accrued due on the Bond 
plus twice the amount ot all interest to accrue 
due thereon during the period which will 
have to elapse before the issue of a duplicate 
Bond can be made, and 

(iij in all other cases shall be for twice the face 
value of the Bond plus twice the amount of 
interest calculated in accordance with clause 

(i). 

(b) the Prescribed Officer may direct that such 
indemnity shall be executed by the applicant 
alone or by the applicant and one or two 
sureties approved by him as he may think 

fit. 

12. Procedure when a Bond in form of a Stock 
Certificate is lost, etc.-—(1 ) Every application for the 
issup of a duplicate Slock Certificate in place of a 
Stock Certificate which is alleged to have been Lost, 
Stolen, Destroyed, Mulcted or Defaced either wholly 
or in part shall be addressed to the Office of Issue 
and shall be accompanied by- 

fa) the Post Office registration receipt of the letter 
containing 1b c Stock Certificate, if the same 
was lost in transmission by registered post; 

(b) a copy of the police report if the Loss or 
Theft was reported to the police in; 

<c) affidavit sworn before a Magistrate testify¬ 
ing that the applicant is the legal holder 
of the Stock Certificate and that the Stock 
Certificate is neither in hi- possession nor 
has it been transferred, pledged or other¬ 
wise dealt with by him; and 

(d) any portions or fragments which may re¬ 
main of the Lost, Stolen, Desroyed, Muti¬ 
lated. or Defaced Stock Certificate, 

(2) The circumstances attending the loss shall be 
stated in the application. 

(3) The Prescribed Officer shall, if he is satisfied 
of the Loss, Theft, Destruction, Mutilation or Deface¬ 
ment of the Stock Certificate, direct the issue of a 
duplicate Stock Certificate in lieu of the original 
certificate. 

13. Publication of list :— (1) The list referred to 
in Regulation 11 shall be pubished half-yearly in the 
Gazette of India in the months of January and July 
or as soon afterwards as may be convenient. 

(2) All Bonds in respect of which an order has 
been passed under Regulation 11 shall be included 
in the first list published next after the passing of 
such order and thereafter such Bonds shall continue 
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to be included in every succeeding list until the ex¬ 
piration of four years from the date of first publica¬ 
tion. 

(3) The fist shall contain the following particulars 
regarding eaefi Bond included therein, namely, the 
name of the issue, the mynber of the Bond, its value, 
the name of the person to whom it was issued the 
date from which it bears interest, file name of the 
applicant for a duplicate, tile number and date of the 
order passed by the Prescribed Officer tor payment 
of interest or issue of a duplicate, and the date of 
publication of tire list in which the Bond was first 
included. 

14. Discretion of the Small Industries Batik : Not¬ 
withstanding anything contained in Regulations 10, 
11, 12 and 13, where the Small Industries Bank 
deems fit, in any case, it shall be lawful for the Small 
Industries Bank in its absolute discretion to dispense 
with the procedure prescribed) therein regarding the 
issue of duplicate Bond and issue duplicate. Bond 
upon such terms as to idemnity or otherwise, as it 
may deem fit. 

15. Determination of a mutilated Bond as a Bond 
requiring issue of duplicate :—It shall be at the option 
of the Prescribed Officer to treat a Bond which has 
been Mutilated or Defaced as a Bond requiring issue 
of a duplicate under Regulation 11 or a mere renew¬ 
al under Regulation 19. 

J6. When a Bond in the form of promissory note 
may be required lo be renewed :—(1) A holder .of 
a Bond in the form of a promissory note may be 
required by the Office of Issue to receipt lire same 
for renewal in any of the following cases, aamely:— 

(a) if only sufficient room remains on the back 
of the Bond for one further endorsement or 
if any word is written upon the Bond ac¬ 
ross the existing endorsement or endorse¬ 
ments; 

(b) if the Bond is torn or in any way damaged 
or crowded with writing or unfit, in the 
opinion of the Office of Issue; 

(c) if any endorsement is not clear and distinct 
or does not indicate the payee or payees, 
as the case may be, by name or is made 
otherwise than in one of the endorsement 
cages on the back of the Bond; 

(d) if the interest on the Bond has remained 
undrawn for ten years or more; 

(e) if the interest cages on the reverse of the 

Bond have been completely filled or if the 
vacant printed cages on the reverse of the 
Bond do not correspond with the half-years 
for which interest has become due on the 
date when the Bond is presented for drawal 
of interest; 

(f) if the Bond having been enfaced three times 
for payment of interest is presented for je- 
enfacement; and 
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(g) if in the opinion of the Office of Issue, the 
title of the person presenting the Bond for 
payment of interest is irregular or not fully 
proved. 

(2) When requ sition for renewal of a Bwnd was 
been made under sub-regulation (1) payment of any 
further interest thereon shall be refused until it is 
receipted for renewal and actually renewed : 

17. Person whose title to a Bond of a deceased 
sole holder may be recognised : (1) The executors or 
administrators of a deceased sole holder of a Bond 
(whether a Hindu, Mohammedan, Parsi or otherwise) 
or the holder of a succession certificate issued under 
Part X of the Indian Succession Act, 1925 (39 of 
1925) in respect of the Bond shall be the only per¬ 
sons who may be recognised by the Office of Issue 
(subject to any general or special instructions of the 
Prescribed Officer) as having any title to the Bond. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in Section 
45 of the Indian Contract Act, 1872 (9 of 1872), in 
the case of a Bond issued, sold or held payale to two 
or more holders, the survivor or survivors and on 
the death of the last survivor, his executors, admi¬ 
nistrators. or any person who is the holder of a succes¬ 
sion certificate m respect of such Bond shall be the 
only person who may be recognised by the Office of 
Issue (subject to any general or special instructions 
ol the Prescribed Officer) as having any title to the 
Bond. 

(3) The Office of Issue shall not be hound to re¬ 
cognise such executors or administrators unless they 
shall have obtained probate or letters of administra¬ 
tion, as the case may be from a competent court or 
office in India. 

I4> Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-re¬ 
gulations (1), (2) and (3), where the Prescribed 
Officer m his absolute discretion thinks fit, in any case, 
it shafi be lawful for him to dispense with the pro¬ 
duction of probate, or letters of administration or 
other legal representation upon such terms as to in¬ 
demnity or otherwise,, as he may think fit. 

18. Nomination :—(1) Notwithstanding anything 
contained in Regulation 17, where a Bond is held 
by one or more persons, the sole holder or, as the 
case may be, all the bo’ders together may nominate 
any person or persons to whom, in the event of the 
death of the sole holder or the death of all the hold¬ 
ers, the amount due on the Bond may be paid. 

Provided that when a Bond is held bv two or more 
persons, the nominee shall become entitled to receive 
the amount only cn the death of all the holders 

Provided further that nothing contained in this 
Regulation shall affect anv claim which any repre¬ 
sentative of a deceased hoMer of a Bond may have 
against (tv. nominee in respect of any amount due 
on the Bond. 

12) If two or more persons are nominated under 
sub-regulation (1), the amount due ,on the Bond 
shall be distributed amongst the nominees in the 
manner specified in the nomination, and in the ab¬ 
sence of such specification, the amount shall be dist¬ 
ributed equally among all the nominees, 


Provided, however, that if no nomination .ubsists 
or, if such nomination relates only to part of the 
amount due, the whole amount or part thereof to 
which the nomination does not relate, _shall be paid 
to tlie persons who may be entitled tnereto under 
sub-regulation (2) of Regulaion 17. 

(3) A nomination under sub-regulation fll may 
be made by the sole holder or, as the case may be, 
all the holders together in Form XV. 

(4) A nomination may be made only in respect of 
a Bond which is held in the individual capacity of 
the holder and not in any representative capacity as 
the holder of an office or otherwise. 

(5) Where the nominee is a minor, the sole holder 
or as the case may be, all the holders together may 
appoint any person (not being a minor) to receive 
the amount due on the Bond during the minority of 
the nominee. 

(6) Where a Bond is held in the name of a minor, 
♦he nomination, if any. shall he made by a person 
lawfully enfitled to act on behalf of the minor. 

(7) A- nomination may be substituted by submit¬ 
ting an application in Form XV or cancelled by sub¬ 
mitting an application in Form XVI, together with 
the Bond, to the. Small Industries Development Bank 
of India. 

f8) A nomination or a substitution or a cancella¬ 
tion of a nomination shall be registered in the books 
o 1 the Small Industries Bank and the fact of registra¬ 
tion shall be noted on the Bond and. on such regist- 
ra'ion the said nomination, cancellation or substitu¬ 
tion, as the case may be, shall be deemed to be 
effective from the date on which it was submitted. 

t’9') The rights, which a nominee has acniured m re¬ 
lation to tfw Bond nnde r a nnrriipnion dnlv rmle and 
registered under this Regulation, shah not be affected 
by reason ot the issue of a duplicate Bond and the 
nominee shall have the same rights in relation to the 
duplicate Bond as he had in relation to the original 
Bond. 

19. Receipt for renewal: etc,—(1) SubiVof to nnv 
general or special instructions of the Prescribed 
Officer, the Office of Issue may, by its order, on 
the application of the holder— 

(a) on his delivering the Bond or Bonds In the 

form of nromissorv note or notes and on 
his satisfying the Office of Issue regarding 
the justice of his claim, renew, sub-divide 
or consolidate the note or notes provided 
the note or notes has or have b’en re¬ 
ceipted ih Form I. II or III, as the case 
may be; or 1 

(b) convert the note or notes into Stock Certi¬ 

ficate or Stock Certificates provided the 
note or notes has or have been endorsed as 
follows-— 

"Pay to the Small Industries Development 
Bank of India”; or 
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(c) renew, .sub-divide or consolidate a Stock 
Certificate or Stock Certificates provided 
the Stock Certificate or Sock Certificates 
has or have been receipted in Form VI, 
VII on VIII, as the case may be; or 

(d) convert the Stock Certificate or Stock Certi¬ 

ficates into promissory note or notes pro¬ 
vided the Stock Certificate or Stock Certi¬ 
ficates has or have been receipted in Form 
IX, or 

(e) convert the Bonds of one series into those 

of another provided— 

(i) inter 1 series conversion is permissible; and 

(ii) the conditions governing such conversion 
are complied with. 

(2) The Office of Issue may, under the orders of 
Prescribed Officer, require the applicant for renewal, 
sub-division or consolidation of a Bond under 
the sub-regulation (1) to execute an indemnity in 
Form IV with one or more sureties approved by him. 

20. Renewal of Bond in case of dispute as to 
title.—Where there is a dispute as to the title to a 
Bond in respect of which an application for renewal 
has been made, the Prescribed Officer may - 

(a) where any party to the dispute has obtained 

a final decision from a court of competent 
jurisdiction declaring him to be entitled to 
such Bond, issue a renewed Bond in 
favour of such party, or 

(b) refuse to renew the Bond until such a deci¬ 

sion has been obtained. 

EXPLANATION : 

For the purposes of this Regulation, the expres¬ 
sion final decision means a decision which is not 
appealable or a decision which is appealable but 
against which no appeal has been filed within the 
period of limitation allowed by law. 

21. Liability in respect of Bond renewed, etc.— 
When a duplicate Bond, has been issued under Regu¬ 
lation 11 or a renewed Bond has been issued or a 
new Bond has been issued upon sub-division or con¬ 
solidation under Regulation 19, in favour of a 
person, the Bond so issued shall be deemed to cons¬ 
titute a new contract between the Small Industries 


Bank and such person and all persons deriving title 
thereafter through him. 

22. Discharge.—The Small Industries Bank shall 
be discharged from all liability in respect of the 
Bond or Bonds paid on maturity or in place of 
which a duplicate, renewed, sub-divided or conso¬ 
lidated Bond or Bonds has or have been issued. 

(a) in the case of payment, after the lapse of 

four years from the date on which pay¬ 
ment was due; 

(b) in the case of a duplicate Bond after the lapse 

of four years from the date of the publi¬ 
cation under Regulation 13 of the list in 
which the Bond is first mentioned, or from 
the date of the payment of interest on the 
original Bofnd, referred to in Regulation 
11 whichever date is later; 

(c) in the case of a renewed Bond or of a new 

Bond issued upon sub-division or consoli¬ 
dation after the lapse of four years from 
the date of issue thereof. 

23. Discharge in respect of interest.—Save as 
otherwise expressly provided in the terms of the 
Bond, no person shall be entitled to claim interest 
on any such Bond in respect of any period which has 
elapsed after the earliest date on which demand 
could have been made for the payment of the amount 
due on such Bond. 

24. Discharge of a Bond.—(a) When a Bond held 
in the form of promissory note or Stock Certificate 
becomes due for payment of principal, it shall be 
presented at the office of the Small Industries Bank 
at which interest thereon is payable or at the Office 
of Issue duly signed by the holder on its reverse; 

(b) When a Bond in the form of an entry in 
the account becomes due for payment of 
principal, a duly signed receipt in Form 
XIV' shall be furnished by the holder to 
the Office of Tssue. 

25 Exercise of Powers on behalf of the Small In¬ 
dustries Bank :—The powers exercisable by the 
Small Industries Bank under Regulations 4(2), 
5(2), 5(7), 6(6) and 8(1) may be exercised' on 
behalf of the Small Industries Bank by' the Manag¬ 
ing Director and in his absence by an Executive 
Director andlor a General Manager of the Small 
Industries Bank.
